Mr. J,.P. Booth said if gentlemen would 
consider the~ bill, there would not be the 
danger anticipated. He didn’t think there 
was acy need of altering the four cents per 
acre, 

Mr. Robson didn't believe an ad valorem tax 
would meet the case any more then the four 
cents per acre. The law will be chiefiy 
valuable ia portions of the Province, which 
will not immediately be brought under the 
provisions of ihe Municipal Bill before the 
House. 

Hon. Mr. Holbrook advocated the regula- 
ting of such matters by Municipalities, the 
power for which would be granted under thc 
proposed Municipal Bill.

Moberly and his party—A splen- 

did Railway Route. 

Fort Garry, March 11—Mr. Moberly with 
& partof his Pacific Railway Surveyirg party 
arrived here yesterday ; they went to the 
bead waters of the Saskatchewan in the 
Koolavene Plains nearthe summit of the 
Rocky Mountains, which they reached during 
the latter part of October.. A détechment 
of the party was seat to the Jasper House, 
and they ate expected here daily. Mr. 
Moberly has travel:ed a considerable distance 
beth north and guuth along the route, dnd he 
concludes that theentire section of the pro- 
posed road explored by bim is more favorable 
for a raifroad than eitber route ef the Ameri - 
ean Pacific Roade. He does not think that 
alltheland between Fort Garry .and the 
Rocky Mountains is adapted for settlement, 
but the Saskatchewan indicates the greatest 
fertility. He bas samples of excellent, 
plump wheat and barley, grown in that dis- 
trict. The present winter has been ususual- 
ly cold and the Mercury froze west of Ed- 
monton 12 times before New Years.. On ac- 
count of the unexpected severity of the wio- 
ter, Mr. Mdoberly’s party endured more 
hardstipe than they would have done ia an 
ordinary season; they were for six days 
subsisting on a small handful of four each 
per day.

. The Lillooet Question. 


Borron Staxpargp :—I am very eerry to 
have to trouble you with @ personal watter. 
I think, however, that when you bave beard 
me, you will admit that both for my own 
sake and the dis'rict with which I am con- 
nected, it ie necessary that my case should 
be more clearly anderstood than it bas bib 
erto been. You will, po doubt, recollect 
that all this troable between myself and the 
members of the Government arose through 
the fact that the Attorney General charged 
me with withbolding iuformation from them 
regarding the District of Lillooet. Of course 
I denied the charge, but I am afraid I have 
hitherto failed to explain the matter clearly, 
and jt is for this reason tbat I ask for your 
attention on the present occasion. — 

When I eame down last fall, 1 had the 
honor to present to the Governor a petition 
from the people of Lillooet, praying that a 
sum of money be placed on the Estimates for 
this year, for the construction of a bridge 
over the Fraser near that place. This peti- 
tion was alzo accompasied with a subscrip- 
tion list showing the amount ($3,300) which 
the people agreed to give to the Goverament, 
provided the work should be commenced 
within one year from the date of the petition.
